“Fore some time to come,” said Mr. 
Baruch, “assuming the armiatice will 
be signed, for a period to be determined 
by tha war making agencies of the 
government, government contragts 
must continue on a wide scale.

New York, Nov. 8.—An anneal to 
America to assist France in reconstruc- 
tion—with men, money, materials, ang 
ships—was made here tonight by An- 
dre Tardieu, general commissioner for 
Franco-American war affairs. 
Declaring that the war has reduced 
by one-fifteenth the effective popula- 
tion of the republic, that 350,000 homes 
have been destroyed; that agriculture, 
commerce, and industry in the invaded 
regions virtually have been wiped out, 
that French shipping and foreign trade 
have been reduced almost to nonexist- 
ence, Mr. Tardieu said that approxi- 
mately -$10,000,000,000 will be required.

While France, “for many months the 
main battlefield of liberty and right,” 
will draw upon her every resource and

{gime many people have been warned 
not to eat raw vegetables, and’ have 
not done so. This is to dispense with 
salads, celery hearts, radishes, and,
